than other reformers, he appears much 
more serene, llis reform springs from 
the conscience rather than from passion, 
and relies more upon reason than upon 
sentiments. Without breaking so openly 
as his coadjutora in tho common work 
with the pope and the Church, he re- 
stricta himself solely to what he finds ex- 
pressly set down in the ‘Scriptures. He 
is an orator, and in bis oratory there is 
more of philosophic light than of the fire 
of tho tribune. He is a priest who preach- 
es grace, and who distinguishes himself 
by the charity and the grandeur of his 
acts, who prays and works. The logic of 
his arguments does not damago the sub- 
tlety of his system, northe force of rea- 
soning the eloquence of his discourses: 
IIe is confronted by less opposition, and 
consequently fights with less revolutiona- 
ry energy, than other innovators, »It is 
plain that his individual soul is a part of 
the soul of a great democracy; that his 
inuer education has flowed from the two 
great schools of nature and society, the 
country and tho repnblic. His 
work is at once religeous and political. 
He preaches the uierits of Christ, and 
exalts the rights of every Christian ; he 
tears from Lis heart the ancient theocrat- 
ic faith with the same power with which 
he tears from the earth the feudal tradi- 
tions. He speaks of the Lord's Supper 
as ofa religious and a democratic com- 
munion ;he disseminates atthe same 
time a hatred of spiritual tyranny and a 
hatred of the reactionary aristocracies, 
and with the revolution against Roman 
cosmodolitanism, a worship ofthe Swiss 
fatherland’ He reforms tho understand- 
ing and the morals, He demands that 
the priest shall cease to carry souls to 
the sacrifice before the alters of an un- 
questionable authority, and that the 
Swiss shall cease to soll the blood of 
their dearest children children to the 
armies of pitiless despot, that; the cradle 
of human nature shall not become a pe- 
destal of monarchical tyranny. His 
doctrine, in fact, isa religion and a ro- 
public, the immortal soul of Switzerland, 
renegated by this archer of ideas, this 
soldier of logic, this William Tell of the 
spirit, who exalts above the material na- 
tion avother more lofty and more endur- 
ing that the eternal Alps, the ideal na: 
ture of the conecicnce.— EMILIO CASTEL- 
AR, in Harper's Magazine for Octo- 
ber, gles

ASHES AS FOOD FOR CATTLE. 


The Live Stock Journal has a corres: 
pondence who fuund his cattle given to 
the habit of eating wood, chewing bones, 
etc, They became thin in flesh, refused 
to eat hay, and presented a sickly appear- 
ance. Hebad no impression that their 
food lacked the constituents for making 
bone; and his neighbors use bone-meal 
without noticiug any good result what- 
ever, At last he put about four bushels 
of leached ashes in his barn-yard end 
threw out to them about a shovelful each 
day. They allato with evident relish, 
After turning them out to pasture, be 
put one peck of dry ashes per week oa 
the grouud in the pasture, They ate it 
all aud gnawcd offthe grass where it had 
heen lying. The cattle began to im- 
prove, gaining flesh and looking better 
than they had done for several years, 
He says this morbid appearance was no- 
ticed years ago, from the 1act that the 
ground was new and ashy from the burn- 
ing of the woods and land clearings. 
Siuce this discovery he gives one quart of 
ashes mixed with one quart of saltto 
twelve head of cattle: about once ‘a 
week.

RIPENING SUMMER PEABS. 


Summer pears (previous to October) 
should never be allowed to ripen upon 
the tree, as they are thus Hable to decay 
at the core or to become mealy and dry 
of ficsh. Gather them as soon as 
they have attained full size or when the 
secd begin to brown and place them in a 
cool dark room or closet between blank- 
ets.—They will then ripen ofe bright 
color, be juicy and have full flavor. 
Woolen blankets ripen them much better 
than packing in hay, fern leaves, cotton 
wadding or any other material, and do 
not impart to the fruit the disagreeab'e 
flavor which other materials are apt to 
do. Jf the fruit is placed in a closet 
without belng covered with soft mater- 
inls of some kind, it is liable to shrivel 
and to become too acid; which will not 
happen tetween a pair of soft blankets, 
as the temperature is more equable and 
the air is, to a great extent, excluded,—

pf nature around us. Jt will pro- 
fressin no other way.— You can nei- 
ther force reforms upon it, nor intro- 
duco changes sooner than it deems 
them necessary. But it must bo 
allowed to put forth its leaves one by 
one, bloom in its spring-time, nnd 
bear its richest fruit n tho perfection 
of its existenco.—Dofore the ripe corn 
appears, there must be first the bindo 
then the stalk, then tho car; so bo- 
fore any marked advancement soccio- 
ty must prepared for it by a succes» 
progressive changes —That 
préparation may bo going on for con- 
turies before the change becomes ap» 
parent. During all that time mén 
aro busily, though unconscioisly, 
contributing to it. Tho peasant and 
the prince, the laborer and the que 
alllend their influence. Tho laws, 
the customs of socicty, tho'opinions of 
the pross, all lend react it; and 
when, at Inst, the change is completed 
though it may appear to the super- 
ficial observer as n plant which has 
sprung up in a night, it is nevortho 
lose only the opening of tho bud 
which has long been swelling. In 
this maunor tho events of ono. ago 
are linked with those of another, and 
the peculiar state of the times daring 
one period may depend upon causes 
that have. oxisted centures before. 
"here eró changes going on at 
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present whose origin might be traced 
to the sixteenth or seventcenth con- 
tury ; and (here will be revolutions in 
the twentieth century the sources of 
which might be foundin events of 
to-day, which are deemed of but little 
importance. Thus society progresses 
slowly and impercoptibly, because 
there are many millions of minds 
that must move in unison, and there. 
fore  irresistibly, liko tho awful 
progress of timo itsclf. 

If, then, tho progress of society is 
so slow, and is directed hy such re- 
mote and deeply laid causes, is it 
possible for an individual to form the 
character of tho age? Yet some 
maintain that great man may ims 
press his character upon his own 
limes. If men still attained toa 
length of life equal to that of the an- 
tediluvians, then this might appear 
mere probable. Butas long as the 
days of men number but sixty or sev- 
enty years, and the state of socicty is 
tho result of the thought, observation 
and experience of six thousand years, 
no man alone can expect to chango 
materially the natnre of any age, or 
mould it according to his own desire. 
On the contrary, the ngo always 
forms its own reformers. There aro 
few things more remarkable in histo« 
ry than the appearance of great men 
jnst when the worid stands in greut- 
est need of thom. Though society 
may have been in preparation for a 
chango during!many generations, it is 
not until tho multitude cries ont for 
that revolution, that leaders are found 
tonid in the consummation of what 
society herself has almost finished. 
They became leaders, beconso the 
opinions which were berominz pres 
valentamong the people had gained 
an enrlier and firmer hold upon their 
minds. Being moie thoroughly im- 
bued than their cotempormics with 
the spirit(of their age, it hed stamps 
ed its character upon them witha 
deeper impression, and the necessity 
of the times pointed them ont as 
leaders. They were not the cause of 
the revolution, any more than the 
first opening blossom eauses the oth- 
ers to appear. It is true thoy reacted 
upon their age, just as the water 
in which the rok is refleeted 
throws back light and heat upon that 
rock; but they were, in reality, the 
children and the pupils of cheir age. 

The manewho attempts, by oppos- 
ing the will and tendency of his age, 
to form it according. to his wishes, 
will mect with no bettor sucooss than 
the one who should try to turn the 
waves of the ocean. Society has 
gained an impetus by its past prog- 
ress which is not to be withstood or 
turned eside by tho forco of an indi- 
vidual; and he who attempts it can 
adopt no surer course toward ruin, 

So little is the influence tliat a 
single mind ean have upon society, 
thatit is extremely dangerons to 
propose any important opinion soon 
er than the natural eourse of event: 
has prepared the public to receive it. 
Galileo. essayed it, and every one 
knows how he was- rewarded—not 
with such honors and praises as were 
lavished upon. Newton only a few 
years afterward for discoveries in the 
same dircetion, but withthe tanks 
and jeers of the multitude, and the 
gloomy cell of a dungeon 

Since, therefore, itis impossible 
for one mind to form tho character 
ofan age, either by opposing its 
fendencics or forcing its progress, 
there remains but one courso for any 
nan to adopt who wishes to be influ 
ntinl in society, de mnst pnrsno, 
r soom to pursue, that path along 
Which society is advancing. Whether 
vo consider past ages, or tho ene in 
Which awe live, it will still be found to 
prent Jeaders of 
he people have adopted this poliey. 

‘he abolition of slavery was nota 
ovement instituted by the will of an 
wlividua] mind. Jt was a nation's 
esiro which made its first appearance 
i the begining of our republic, and 
cenme universal only after the pist- 
»m. the pulpit, and the press hind 
xerted their utmost powers to influ- 
uco the public mind in favor of. that 
movement. Butit was not until the 
whole North clamored for it, and the 
civilization of tho ninetcenth century 
demanded it, that Lincoln emancipat 
ed theslaves. It was not Lincoln 
who made himself a liberator. It 
was the voice of society which cons 
polled him to do that which some 
one else soon would have done. 

Since, therefore, a man can have 
influence in society only #9 far as his 
actions conclude with the will and 
tendency of tho nage. is there anything 
morc-evident than: that a mur who 
desires influence should be most in- 
timately acquainted with the charac- 
ter of his timos ? 

“It appears to me that those who 
have held the highest places in the 
social world wore not the vory wise 
and doepsthinking mon that most 
pecple suppose. On tho contrary, 
many will agree in the opinion that 
there were in the thirtecn colonies 
those who possessed deoper wisdom 
and could think far moro profoundly 
than cither Washington or Adama. 
But thoso men had a spocios of 
knowledge which was of fur moro im 
portance to them in thoir eironmstun 
cos than ell the philosophical loro 
which the learned heads of the colo 
nies conthined: they were well versed 
in the distinetive foatarow of their 
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"TRUTH WITHOUT FEAR." 


own age ; they know tho character of 
the people they wished to lead ; what 
that peoplo already possessed, and 
what they yet required. 

Human society in its progress to- 
ward perfection is governed by cor 
tain general laws. Though these 
laws are by no means so immutable 
as those which govern the animal 
and vegetable kingdoms, yet in their 
operations they are similar to obher 
laws; and in general the same course 
would produce the same result, were 
it not disturded and limited in its 
operations by tho different phases 
which society assumes at different 
times. Asbyn close attention to 
the laws which govern the material 
world wo may gain a knowledee of 
events which will occur in the futuro, 
so in like manner, by attentively ob- 
serving the laws of socioty, being 
careful, also, to note the peculiar pha- 
ses of the time which constitute the 
disturbing forces, we may predict 
with some degree of certainly tue 
character ofresult that will proceed 
from certain causes; that is, by a 
thorough knowledge of the times wo 
may gain foresight. And this is the 
prominent characteristic of all great 
men. Knowing the charactor ond 
tendency of their age, they can look 
into the future;and knowing the 
course which society is about to pur- 
sue, they can run before it. Ther: 
fore they have the advantage of their 
cotemporarios. They anticipate the 
wants of the public, and supply them 
just when it calls.

In this region, exper- 
ienco has decided that from the first to 
the filteenth of October is the proper 
time to sow it, Earlier’ sowing- wódld 
likely produce a larger and earlier yield, 

ut the Hessian fly would. destroy | it.— 
Late sown wheat is not often attacked by 
the fly, but then the rust, another terriblo 
enemy is sure to attack it just na it is 
heading. Hence it would seem that the 
time above named is most probably the 
best to avoid the two evile, although in 
it there is no security, fur wheat eown at 
that time frequently is destroy#d by both 
pests, what the fly leaves in antum’ the 
rust sweeps off in early summer; ‘The

To raise a good crop o( wheat, tha lan 1 
should have a sufüciency of \Hate-and 
potash. If it has not these, they must be 
supplied by artificial means, A well 
prepared and judiciously compounded 
super phosphate at the rates of 800; Iba, 
per ncre, will mect tho demandas of the 
crop in these particulars, yet the „aoil 
should bo full of humus, supplied by the 
decomposed roots of plants, to ensure, a 
large yield. Equal parts of ashes, lime 
and fine ground bones, thoroughly tinter- 
mixed, form a capital substitute for ether 
more elaborate almittures Just. before 
the wheat is sown, sow the . mixture ‘and 
harrow it in. 

It is best to have n clean’ Falle for 
wheat, that is, a yield on which" g 
grass crop was grown and wowéd br te 
off cl.se by cattle and sheep. It would of 
course been better to have had the whole 
of the grass eaten on the land, than had 
it removed. If the land was plowed early 
and a mass of vegetation turoed under, # 
should be cross plowed and kept free from 
weeds by frequent use of the harrow—the 
Thomas’ Smoothing Harrow is the best. 
The land being in n good, friable, clean 
condition with all the vegetable matter 
decomposed, and the fertilizer sown and 
harrowed in, it is rendy to receive the 
wheat. Sow one bushel and one peck of 
pure c'ean seed with the drill. The dif- 
ference in tho yicld between drilling and 
hand-sowing will pay the cost.of a drill, 
in a crop of forty acres. 

Seed wheat should be soaked in astrong 
brine or saltpetre water, and. thén.drivd 
by rolling in lime. While in pickle it 
should be often stirred and all the seam 
and refuse which arises must'bé removed. 
In this way you get clean’ seed, and 
destroy the amut if it has it, or’be a “pre.

Corr Êi, October 6.— In a commun- 
iention to the Attorney General of the 
United States, bearing date September 2, 
President Grat spoke of atrocities as ex- 
isting here, which showed a disregard for 
law, civil rights and personal protection, 
that ought not tu be tolerated in any 
civilized Government, The State Tax 
Union, which met in convention on the 
10th of September, appointed a commit- 
tee, consisting of one delegate from each 
county, to inquire what atrocities have, 
been committed, and in what section,and 
by what class of persons. 
tee has just made its report through 
Colonel James A. Rion, President, 1t 
says: “We have failed to ascertain n

IMPORTANT DECISION UNDER| 
THE REGISTRATIÓN LAW. 


Tho register of voters for Petersville 
district, Frederick county, Md., baving 
erased from the list of!voters the name 
of Ezra Slifer, tho Intter appealed to the 
Circuit Court, which gave n decision in 
the case last Thursday. On behalf of 
the register it was nlleged that Slifer 
did not spend a month during the en- 
tiro year in Petersville district, while on 
the other part it was shown that Slıfar's 
original residence was in that district, 
where he had long previously voted and 
been registered without question. Being 
unmarried and without family, he did 
not keep house, but had a room in the 
house of a friend in that district, for 
whom he acted as ngent when not oth 
erwiso emyloyed. He boarded in Fred. 
erick city by the month during sevoral 
years past, but novor voted there, and 
had always considcred Petersvillo his 
voting residenco. Judge Bowie delivered 
the opinion of the court, duelaring that 
Slifer is entitled to bo registered in Pe- 
tersville district. The question raised 
in this appeal-is of general interest,

General Hints in case of Fire and on Means 
of Prevention. 


Mr, John L.. Durkee, fire marshal of 
my Ar in cloaing his tenth annual 
report to the board of fire underwriters 
of that pity, presents the following sug- 
7 | gestion to the abiie as tho result of his 
observation an riences : 

1. Be well es with tho best 
means of escape from your house, both 
at the top and the bottom. 

2. Do not get confused; admit no 
enc to your house except firemen, po~ 
licemen, or neighbors. 

3. Ifa lady's or child's dress takes 
fire, endeavor to roll the person up in a 
rug, carpet, or any piece of woolen stuff.. 

4. Keep all doors and windows closed 
until the Sri arrive. 

5, Always keop in your bedroom a 
pieco of rope su ciently long to reach 
the sidewalk, in case you cannot make 
ne exit by the stairway. 

6. If you cannot make your way from 
abuilding by the ANE endeavor to 
get in a front room, and be careful to 
keoy all doors shut behind you, for 
amoko will follow a draft, and flames 
the smoke. If smoke enters tho room 
and it is difficult to stand erect, get 
your mouth as close to the floor as pos- 
sible, and breathe casy, as there is al- 
ways a fresh current of air near the 
floor. A wet cloth over the mouth will 
greatly aid breathing.

A GOLDEN WEDDING. 


To the child a half contury soems a 
very long time; to the middle aged 
person it does not seem near so long; 
to the very aged it seems but n very 
short timo. To think ofa half cen- 
tury is to carry the mind over many 
and varied changes. Yet half centuries 
come and go. It isa very rare thing 
that persous aro permitted to cole 
brate the fiftioth anniversary of their 
wedding; so rare that the occasion 
is called tho golden wodding. It 
must be very interesting to thoso 
persons who have passed n half cen- 
tury in married life, to look back and 
recall the many changes that have 
taken place since tho ministor pro- 
nounced them husband and wifo till 
death shonld part thom. But all of 

is moralizing is but tho precludo to 

description of one of thoso **golden 
occasions.” 1 

On the 3rd of October, 1824, Zo- 
phaninh Lloyd and Ann Lattimore 
wero united in tho holy bonds of 
matrimony. by tho Rev. Amos Chit 
wood. As the fifticth anniversary of 
this event drow near, Mr. Lloyd do- 
termined to celebrate it as became 
tho day, and, by specinl requcst, your 
reporter was in nttendnnco to gather 
some items. And items thoro woro 
ir abundance. ‚The only trouble was 
to solect what to note, and «what to 
omit. 

When your reporter reached Mr. 
Lloyd's, ho found a boy ready to take 
his borra to the stable, so ho got out, 
and was cordially welcomed by tho 
old gentleman. By request, ho gave 
somo scraps of the history connected 
with the occasion. Mr. Lloyed was 
born in Maryland, November, 1805; 
camo to Indiana in 1817, and to tho 
place he now occupies in 1823, Con- 
soquontly, ho has spent all his mar- 


nee Ann Lattimore, was born in 
North Carolina, January, 1800, and 
came to Indiana in 1811. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd havo, been 
blessed with nine children, six girls 
and threo boys, all of whom lived to 
maturity and marricd. One girl is 
‘now dead. The number of grand- 
children in tho family, with first name 
of paront, is as follows: Isabel, four 
all living ; Elizabeth, five living.three 
dend : Jane, six living, four dead; 
Rhoda, eight living, one dead ; Rebees 
ea, four living, one dead; Delpha, 
three living, one dead; Oliver two 
living; Zephaniah, two living; Marion 
one living. 

After the recital of these interest- 
ing facts, Mr. Lloyd gave somo items 
in regard to his farm. When ho 
came toit there was but little land 
fitted for tillage, tho deadened trees 
still standing on that little. Now he 
has a largo farm open and the best of 
improvements, such asa fine stone 
barn, brick house, wood-house, en- 
gine room, mill, &c. To illustrate 
Mr. Lloyd's energy, it is only neces, 
sary to tella story. One night he 
could not sleep, so he got to thinking 
about a clothes drier, and he thought 
out the plan of a decided success. 
Early in the morning he went to 
work and completed his idea, and 
now he has one of the neatest things 
in this line that can be imagined. Ho 
laughed abont somo persons who 
were going along, saying, “Lloyd is 
going to have great times, Le has a 
flying dutehman up." 

Some old relics were then exhibited 
to your reporter. One was a pair of 
pants over a hundred yeas old. To 
a modern they looked comical en- 
ough. Next some linen pillow enses, 
home made, “made in the times when 

women worked," remarked the old 
gentleman. ‘Then a linen sheet and 
two samples of cloth. All these 
were entirely manufactured by hand 
They were all good specimens of 
handiwork. Another relie was a 
bread-tray that had beed used for 
cighty years 

The dining hall was next inspected. 
The porch had been extended bya 
temporary floor and canvas covering, 
so ns to make room for tables long 
enough to scat twenty-five persons 
ata table. There were three tables. 
The canopy was niely decorated 
with ecdar, white stars, red joined 
hearts and boquetsof flowers. Aminst 
the wall were hanging large photos 
graphs of Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd, Senator 
Morton and General Scott. 

At 12 o'clock precisely the bell 
rang for dinner, and tho Marshal of 
the occasion, Mr. Isaac Earhart, called 
each old settler to the table; these 
were seated at the center table. Then 
he called until the other tables were 
filled up. When it comes to deserib 
ing this part of the programmo, the 
pen of your reporter is entirely in» 
adequate to tho task. It is enough 
to say that the tables fairly “groaned” 
under the load of good things. No 
expense had been ‚spared to make 
the dinner worthy of the great oc- 
casion. ‚When the guests had bocn 
seated, ablessing was asked by Lewis 
Hartwell, and Mr. Lloyd, in a few 
words, asked the guests to cat hear- 
tily, as it was probably the last din 
ner that some of them would cat to- 
gether. Mis reqnest was literally 
obeyed, for every one seemed to cn- 
joy tho dinner to tho “fullest” extent 
of ais ability, At the second table, 
the conter one was occupied by the 
Lloyd family, only one sent being va 
ennt, the Rev. Mr. Lathrop, in woll- 
chosen words, returned thanks to the 
Creator for lis goodness to the 
family, and prayed that it might cor. 
tinno through lifo. 

After tho dinner had been eaten, 
Mr. Charles K. Lard presented a Bi- 
ble to Mr, and Mrs. Lloyd, with a few 
words appropriato to tho ocension. 
Ho concluded by requesting tho 
Rev. Lathrop to read the 103d Psalm. 
Mr, Lathrop replied ia behalf of Mr 
and Mrs. Lloyd, and a concluding 
prayer offered by Mr. Lathrop, and 
tho formalities of tho occasion were 
over, 

The cooks upon this occasion were 
the daughiers of thohost and hostess 
and the feast displayed their skill and 
ability in the mysteries of the cuisine. 

The relics wero exlübited to the 
guests, and created much amusement 
to think of the difference between 
then and nov. 

On this occasion thero wore pro- 
sont to assist in tho festivities, four 
persons who wero in attendance nt 
tho original wedding of Mr. Lloyd, 
viz: Joshua Chitwood, Ellen Jones, 
Ann Thickstein and P. MeCurry. 

As it was now 3 o'clock tho guests 
began to depart to their respective 
homes feeling that they had been en- 
tortaincd in a manner which they 
would never forget, although they 
should bo allowed to celebrate their 
golden wedding. ‘ 

May Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd livo many 
years to onjoy tho fruits of their tom- 
perance, energy and industry, is the 
fervent wish of your reporter.

Mark Twain recently sent the following 
letter as an excuse for not attending a 
Sunday school celebration ; 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 5, 1874. 
Miss K. W, White : 

Drar MADAM—I regret exceedingly 
being unable to accept your kind invita- 
tion (also Mr. P. G. Duffy's) to be present 
at your commencement exercises, but the 
annoying and vexatious illness which 
still hangs about me, together with some 
business engagements, will prevent. The 
illness to which I refer is a severe cold 
which I took in 
during the lecture season. Perhaps the 
recital of how I tried to cure this cold 
may be of interest, and may servo in- 
stead of the few remarks you so politély 
asked me to make to the friends and pu- 
pils. 

The first timo I began to sneeze, a 
friend told me to go and bathe my feet 
in hot water and go to bed. I did so.— 
Shortly after another friend told me to 
get up and take a cold shower-bath. I 
did that also. Within the hour another 
friend assured me that it was policy to 
feed a coid and starve a fever. I had 
both. So I thought it best to fill myself 
up for the cold and let the fever starve 
awhile. In a case of this kind I seldom 
do things by halves; I ate pretty heartily. 
I conferred my custom upon a stranger, 
who had just opened his restaurant on 
Cortlandt street near the hotel, that mor- 
ning, paying so much fora full meal,— 
He waited near me in respectful silence 
umil I had finished feeding my co'd, 
when he inquired if the people around 
New York were much afllicted with 
colds, Ttold him I thought they were, 
He then went out and took in his sign, 


I storted up toward the office, and on 
tho way encountered another bosom 
friend, who told me that a quart of 
warm salt-water would come ns nesr cur- 
ing a coll as anything in the world. J 
hardly thought 1 had room for it, but I 
tried it, anyhow.

The result was surpri- 
I believe T threw up my immortal 
Now, as T give my experience on- 
ly for the benefit of those of your friends 
who are troubled with this distemper, I 
feel that they will see the propriety of my 
caut'oning them against following such 
portions of it as proved inefficient with 
me, and acting npon this conviction I 
warn them against warm salt-water. It 
may bea good enough remedy, but I 
think itis rather too severe. If I had 
another cold in the head, and there was 
no course left me to take cither au carth- 
quake or a quart of warm sall water, I 
wou'd take my chances on the carth- 
quake. After this everyl ody in the ho- 
tel became interested, and I took all sorta 
of remedies — hot lemonade, cold. lemon- 
ade“pepper tea, boneset, stewed Quaker, 
hoarhound syrup, onions and loaf-sugar, 
lemons nnd brown sugar, vinegar and 
laudanum, five bottles fir balsam, eight 
bottles cherry pectoral, and ten bottles of 
Unele Sam's remedy, bit all without cf- 
fect, One of the prescriptions given by 
an old lady was—well, it was dreadful.— 
She mixed a decoction composed of mo- 
lasses, catnip, peppermint, aqua fortis, 
turpentine, kerosene, and various other 
drugs, and instructed me to take a wine- 
glas-fulof it every fifteen minutes, I 
never took but one dose; that was enough. 
Thad to take to my bed, and remain 
there for two of threo days. When 1 
felt a tittle better more things were rec 
ommended, I was desperate and willing 
to take anything. Plain gin was recom- 
mended, then gin und. molasses, then gin 
and onions. I took all three. I detected 
no particular result, however, except that 
I had acquired a breath liko a turkey 
buzzard, and had to change my boarding 
house. At this new place they suggested 
a different remedy to any yet tried. A 
sheet bath was recommended. I bad ne- 
ver refused a remedy yet, and it seemed 
poor policy to commence then ; therefore 
| determined fo take asheet bath, th ugh 
Thad no idea what sort of an arrange- 
ment it was. It was administered at 
midnight, and the weather was very 
frosty. My back and breast was stripped, 
and a sheet (there appeared to be n thou- 
sand yards of it) soaked in ico water was 
wound around mo until 
swab fora columbia), It isa cruel cx- 
pedient, When the chilly rag touches 
one's warm flesh it makes him start with 
sudden violence, and gasp für breath, 
just as men do in the death agony.

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COURSE TO BE PUPSUED IN PUR- 
CHASING A HORSE. 


Ist. Examine the eyes in the stable, 
then in the light; if they are in any de- 
grec defective, reject. 

2d. Examine the teeth te determine 
the age. 

3d, Examine the poll, or crown of the 
head,and the withers, or top of the shoul- 
ders, as the former ia the seat of Poll 
Evil, and the latter that of Fistula. 

4th. Examine the front feet, and if 
the fiog has fallen, or settled down be- 
tween the heels of the shoe and the heels 
are contracted, reject him; as he, if not 
already lame, is liable to become so at 
any moment, 

Next observo the knees and ankles of 
the horse you desire to purchase, and if 
cocked you may be sure that it is the 
result of the displacement of the internal 
organs of the foot, a consequence of ne- 
glect of the form of the foot and 'injudi- 
cious shoeing. 

5th. Examine for interfering,from the 
anklo to the knees, and if it proves that 
he cuts the knee, or the leg between the 
knee and the ankle, or the latter badly, 
reject. 

“Speedy cuts” of the knee and leg are 
most serious in their effects. 

Many trotting horses, which would be 
of great value were it not for this single 
defect, are by it rendered valueless. 

6th. Carefully examine the hoofs for 
cracks in the hoofs, 

If cracks are observable in any degree, 
reject. . 

Also, both look and feel for ringbones, 
which are callouses on the bones of the 
pastern near the foot; if apparent, re- 
ject. 

7th. Examine the hind feet for the 
same defect of the foot aod ankle that 
we have named in connection with the 
front foot. Then proceed to the hock, 
which is the seat of curb, and both bones 
and blood spavins. 

The former is a bony enlargement of 
the posterior and lower portion of the 
hock-jvint; the second a bomy excrescence 
on the lower, inner, and rathor anterior 
portion of tho hock, and the latter is & 
soft enlargement of the synovial mem- 
brane on the inner and upper portion of 
the back, 
ficient reason for rejecting. 

Rth. Sec that the horse stands with 
the front fect well under him, and ob- 
serve both tho heels of the feet and shoes, 
to sce if he “forges” or over-reaches, and 
in case he does, and the toes of the front 
fect are low, the heels high, and the heels 
of the front shoes a good thickness, and 
the toes of hind feet are of no proper 
length, reject him; for if he still- over 
reaches with his feet in the condition de- 
scribed, he is incurable. If he props oat 
both front feet, or-points them alternate- 
ly, reject. 

Ith. In testing the driving qualities, 
take the reins while on the ground,iavite 
the owner to get in the vehicle firat, then 
drive yourself. Avoid tho display, or 
the use of the whip and if he has not auf- 
ficient spirit to exhibit his best sperd 
without it, reject. Should he drive satis- 
fuctorily without, it will then be proper 
to test his aminbility and the extent of his 
training in the use ofthe whip. 

Thoroughly test his walking qualities 
first, as that gait is more important in the 
horse of all work than great trottingapeed. 
The value of a horse, safe for al! purposes 
without blinds, is great enhanced there- 
by. 

10th, Always purchase of the breeder 
ef the horse; if. practicable; the reasone
